Don'1 be tempted to keep too many 

fowls together. Small flocks carefully 
tended will give much better results. 

Have your hen house so constructed 
that the fowls may have the benefit of 
all the sunlight possible. 

The roosts should he low. especially 
for all heavy fowls, and in the wannest 
part of the bouse. There should be 
ample means of ventilation without the 
diility of a draft at night, or v on 
may look for a swelled head and its at 
tin. hint miseries in the snoriuag. 

If you have a rooster that seems 
especially attentive to a certain ben, 
watch him. I have seen such a one 
stand by the nest while she was layine/ 
an egg, and directly she left the nest 
he would break the egg and call all 
the rest of (be hens to share in the 
feast. Thus hens are taught to eat 
eggs. 

Moisture and ventilation in artificial 
hatching are two great Btumbling blocks 
in poultry keeping. Even man who 
invents an incubator has his theory on 
these points. After various experi- 
ments, I am satislied that more chicks 
arc killed by too much, than too little 
moisture. I recently hatched LIN 
healthy chickens from lSK fertile e,iri>;s, 
and in a hot-water incubator, without 
one drop of moisture until after the 
tenth day, it then heme; supplied bv 
three small Clips containinLT spon 
which were saturated with quite hot 
water, say 110 degrees at each lime of 
turning the eggs, night and morning. 
The only ventilation in the machine 
was supplied by means of ten inch and 
a quarter pipe directly in the front. 
This was kepi tightly plugged until

A New York farmer says in the 
Wortd: " Kit the calf run with the 
on till the milk is tit to use. A new 
born calf is weak like a baby; its 
stomach is not strong enough to di- 
gest a quart or two of milk that is 
drunk quickly or poured down its 
throat only twice a day, and it 
cruel lo compel it to do so. It need 
to suck a little at a time and often. 
Hesido it loams to drink much easier 
after it has grown strong by running 
with i(s mother two or three da- 
lly all means use a calf feeder, which 
makes a calf suck the milk in a natural 
manner. Try this once ami your 
calves will do so much better that 
\ ou will never raise another without 
the feeder. After it learns to suck 
the feeder, which will not be lonij, it 
can be taught to first drink a pad of 
its miss and then suck ihe rest, and 

so weaned from the feeder gradually. 
Finally, don't be so cruel as to feed a 
calf only (vvioo a day for the lirst :

tributes discovered in their lomhs. 

One funeral wreath was composed of 
the folded leaves of the Salix to which 
were attached, by strips from the date- 
palm, the flower heads of the Acacia 
Nilolica. At a recent, soiree of the 
Royal .Society in London, these floral 
relics of thousands of years ago were 
on exhibition. In those bygone days 
l was customary for the friends of 
the deceased to bear sprios of vew and 
cypress in their hands during the obse- 
quies, as emblems of immortality. 
Iii Japan a day is set apart for 

observe s closely akin to our Deco- 
ration Day, and is regarded as a mili- 
tary festival. The populace assemble 
at the graves Of dead soldiers to be- 
deck them with fresh Mowers and foli- 
age. At Tokio, on these occasions, 
the streets assume a gala-day appear- 
ance. Branches of blossoming fruit 
(fees and tall pyramids of Rowers 
adorn the si reels fhrouidi which a pro- 
cession passes with music of eoiich- 
shells, drums, ami Hying banners. 

The pageanl is reviewed by the no- 
bility and all the leading men of the 
place, representing the literature, sci- 
ence, and art of the tuition. The vast 

procession passes under arches of blos- 
soming camclias, n/.aloas, and chry- 
santhemums, dragging in its progn 
immense images of idols of mytholog- 
ical design and military significance. 

The day is one as distinctively sol 
aparl for the honoring of mililan 
heroes as our own Decoration Day. 

Among the Greeks ii was customary 
to leave beipicsts for the maintenance 
of rose gardens .about the grave of the 
testator, and in Italy we Mud a similar 
custom si ill extant. To scatter flow crs 
on the route of the funeral procession 
of a, private citizen wasan honor eon 
ferred by the ancienl Romans. The 
choice of the plants on these occasions 
was generally significant,. Certain 
pedes of trees and shrubs partook of 

i he homage paid their gods and their 
dead heroes. Among Greeks and 
Romans alike it was a custom in times 

of epidemic diseases lo suspend nvcf 
the doors of the afflioted ones boughs 
of laurel, the favorite tree of Apollo, 

the inventor of medicine, in the belief 
thai itS Influence would cause abate 

mentof the pestilence. To the branch' 
es of laurel were added tufts of 

rhainnus, consecrated to .lanus, which 
Was Supposed to preserve Ihe dwelling 

from all harm ; but if death overtook 
the sick, these emblems gave place io 

cypress, the symbol of Pluto and 
Proserpine, or branches of t he larch, 
"the funeral tree," as Pliny calls it. 
After the body was arrayed for Ihe 
tomb if was anointed with perl'iinies, 

and on i he head was placed a wreath, 
the composition of w hich was made 
emblematical of the condition of t D<- 

deceased when alive. Burning 

branches of pine and steins of pa* 

lighted the processions advanc- 
ing to the music 01 the funeral llules, 
in the construction of which instru- 



lli'ionil ion l»n> .
